Mokh Akrests —A prtper dsgree of vigilance 
on the part of loyal cilizsns will scon weed out 
the em ire crop of secessionists from our State, 
and we aro pleased to see that the work g ies 
bravely on. The Maysvillo Etgla tells us, that, 
oi Monday morning last, there came strolling into 
Fairview a large, handsome man, with a Herman 
accent, who immediately sought aid cloieud 
himself with the prominent EccroHonUts in that 
neighborhood, and in various ways caused a aus 
picion that he was not "all right." On the after- 
noon of that day he walked to Mayslick, and, as 
at Fairview, hunted up the leading secessionists 
and continued in consultalion wilh them until 10 
o'clock at night. On Tuesday morning he went on 
the Mayslick omnibus to Maysville, and as the 
officers had received intimations from loyal men 
at Mayslick and Puiivicw of his suspicious con- 
duct, they carefully watched him, and observed 
that he walked and rode about the city, carefully 
inspicting its location and noting the houses of 
Union men. He also mado inquiries for reveral 
noted secessionists and went to their houses anil 
places of business. la conversation with several 
persons whom he took to be sic saionista be said 
that the Union men of this part of the State little 
dreamed of the danger they were in ard let fall in- 
timations that be was certain that Eastern Ken 
tucky would be under rebel control in a short time 
On Wednesday morning be had boen drinking a 
little and was off bis guard, and said to several 
gentlemen that he had had cattle dealings with 
Hibler, of Paris; thtt Hibler had shot a soldier 
who attempted to arreat him while on his way to 
the Southern Confederacy and that he would 
have done the same thing. This conduct induced 
Lieutenant Bullock, of the ICth Kentucky, to 
arrest him, which waa done just as he was leav- 
ing on the Brooksville omnibus. He resisted at 
first and attempted to draw his pistol, but being 
prevented from using it he submitted for a few 
momenta, bat Then attempted to escape, lie re 
fused to give any account of himself, but cursed 
Colonel Metcalfe, annouced his intention to 
fight him if they ever met, and said be was 
ready to fight any Metcalfe mac; becoming still 
more excited he declared that there would 
be an uprisirg in Eastern Kentucky in less than 
three weeks and the Union men would bo driven 
from the country, and Maysville especially would 
"dee tights. He waa then takon to the Bosto- 
na, and was there recognized by a Federal officer 
who bod rerved in Western Virginia as a rebel 
captain of artillery. The recognition was mu- 
tual, and the rebel boasted that on a certain occa- 
sion "his little battery had poured the grape into 
the Union racks like hell." He said that ho was 
for Jeff Davis and Beauregard, bnt when he hid 
cooled down he attempted to deny it all. Bnt the 
Federal (ffiter was certain he cmld not be mis- 
taken, in the man s identity, and he waa sent to 
Camp Chase. 

The Eagle describes this man as quite intelli 
gent— a dangerous fellow acd fall of fight. Bi 
yond a doubt he was travelling in the interest- 
of the rebellion, and his guarded movements had 
something to do with the concerted rebel move- 
ments In Northern Kentucky. But it seems to ns 
that the arrest of this emissary should be promptly 
followed up by the seizure of all tboae persora in 
Fairview, Mayslick, and Mavsville who held se- 
cret conferences with bim. No man who holds a 
torch over our dwelling or wh j consorts with incen- 
diaries abould be tolerate! for one moment. This 
man la a spy — be should have been arrested as 
eucb, and, instead of being aent to Camp Chase, 
forwarded to Col. Croddcck'a headquarters, there 
to be tried as a spy, and if convicted hung aa a 
epy. These citizens, too, who knew the objects of 
his mission, and that he was an agent of the 
rebels, should be placid under heavy bonds, so 
that their property may be taken to compensate 
any losses sustained by Union men. 

Guerillas. — A letter from Wolfe county, 
seen by the editor of the Commonwealth, gives 
the names of the persons carried off by the rob- 
bers and murderers in that section. They were 
Samuel H. Hurst and his eon William Hurat, 
John W. Hazlerigg, acd Joel W. Gordon, from 
Weat Liberty. These aro as respectable men aa 
any in that county, and their only offenco is that 
they are Union men. They carried off with 
these men sixteen others from Hazelgreen and 
vicinity. They also broke into a atore there and 
robbed it of its contents. They stole, moreover, 
eighteen horeea from the neighborhood. This is 
bad enough, but in addition to this they have 
murdered James Birnet, of Breathitt county; 
James FrUby, of Morgan county; and others 
whose names aro not mentioned. The writer 
says that if speedy relief is not fu :t all the 
Union men will have to loave their bomea, and 
be driven out of the country. The Commonwealth 
saya he is a man whose statements may be 
relied upon. Until recently these bandits hive 
contented themselves with horse stealing and 
robbery, bnt now they are growing bolder and are 
adding murder to robbery. We bear of their 
outrages through Bith. Montgomery, Floyd, 
Wolfe, and all along the line of their rendezvous 
in Virginia through the gaps in the Cumberland 
mountains. As to calling them soldiers, in any 
sense of the term, is a misncmer— they havo noth- 
ing soldierly either in action or purpose. They 
may be called, instead of Guerillaa, Gorillas— « 
sort of exaggerated monkey recently discovered 
ia the interior of Africa, who have something of 
the human form — walk on two legs, have extra- 
ordinary cunning and strength, and seem to bo tba 
very incarnation of the devils who were driven into 
the swine, and instead of being drowned, seemed 
to have made their escape Into the wild deserts of 
middle Africa. It will rtqiiire close hunting — 
rapid pursuit — fierce determination, and sharp 
practice to suppress them. Against such mis- 
creants there is but one law, and that is to exter- 
minate. We surely havo among ns some chief- 
tain of energy and courage to follow up the 
land pirates and make them food for the buzz ard i. 

Guerillas at Work — A letter to tbe Mays- 
ville Eagle from Thomas J. Walker, of Louis 
county, state? that on Wednesday night, at about 
half-paat ten o'clock, he anil his family wore 
aroused from their Bleep by a negro aervan 1 
woman, who informed him that his horse mill 
was on fire. Attached to the mill were two large 
atables, which contained four horses and a mule 
colt. The mill and stables were burned to tbo 
ground, and three of the horses and the mule colt 
perished In the fl ime c . the horse which e3capod 
was eo badly burned aa to be valueless. Mr 
Walker's entire crop of wheat of lust year was in 
sacks ready to be sent to Mayjville, his corn in the 
granaries, as were also bis rye, oats, saddles, har- 
ness, agricultural Implements, and bis wool ready 
for the factory ; all were burned. Mr. Walker is 
certain that this was done by guerillas in rovenge 
for his devoted Unionism. 

Parson Bkownlow at Fort Warren — On 
Saturday morning Parson Brownlow and bis 
friends from Tennessee, accompanied by Governor 
Andrew and Staff, Adjutant General Ecbouler, 
Assistant Adjutant General Brown, and other 
officials, went down to Fort Warren by steamer. 
The Parson has an order from tbe Secretary of 
State for the release of a friend of his — a Union 
man, who, havirg been impressed into the rebel 
service, was taken prisoner by our troops in Ken- 
tucky, and sent to Fort Warren. The friecd al- 
luded to is Lieut. Col. White of the Tennessee 
cavalry. He was promptly released. 

•HTCol jnel Charles A. Marshall, who has I een 
compelled to resign his command of the ICth Ken- 
tacky regiment on account of ill health, will take 
command of tbe Home Guards of Mason county, 
which are to be raised to protect tbe lives and 
property of good citizens from the violence of 
guerillas. This example should be followed 
throughout the State.

Every town ar.d neigh- 
borhood in every county in the State should fjrm 
compmiea of Home Guards for tbe protection of 
their families acd property from tho numerous 
marauding bands of ' jiyhawkers, " ' bushwhack- 
ers,' and ' snskehunters, now threatening our 
country everywhere. 

Firk at the Nashvili.k Dei-i'T — Fire was 
discovered, about 2 o'clock this morning, in one 
of the freight cirs which arrived at this city over 
tbe louiaville and Nashville Kailroid last eve- 
ning. The car, which contained four hogsheads 
tobacco and a qu mtity ( f cotton yarnf , was bad- 
ly damaged and the freight was destroyed. It 
is supposed that a spark from the locomotive fell 
among tbe yarns before tbe train arrived at this 
city, tho fire devali ping several hours after the 
anival of tbe train — Bulletin 31jr.

Frkni is Si pply ok ToiiAce-o.— The following 
article is translated from the Opionion Nationale 
(organ of Piinco Napoleon) of May 12, for tho 
New York Herald: 

The vi>it of M. Metcier to Richmond, as we 
announced from the beginning, was with the sin- 
gle view of saving a vast supply of tobacco, pur- 
chased on account of the French Government at 
Richmond and New Orleans. If our advices are 
correct, the Washington Government would have 
consented, notwithstanding the blockade, that all 
the tobacco found in store at Richmond should be 
freely shipped. But the consent of tbe Southern 
Government was also indispensable, and M. Mur- 
der went himself to Richmond to obtain it. We 
learn that he has completely failed. 

The slaveholding government declared that, af- 
ter seeing tint France and England had rejected 
tbe commercial advantages which it bad offered 
them in exchange for the recognition of lbs Con- 
federate States, the Southern Congress had form- 
ally interdicted the exportation of cotton acd to- 
bacco. 

The question of tolacco, notwithstanding the 
assertions of certain journals, is well worth a voy- 
age to Richmond. If this question haa not up to 
this time occupied tho public attention it ia be- 
cause it only directly interests the Government. 
Nevertheless it baa a real importance, for tbe 
Government draws from tobacco a revenue of 
nearly two hundred miliums of francs. 

The real benebt to tbe country — that ia to aay, 
the excesa of receipts ov«r expenditure — has con- 
tinuously increased since tbe establishment of the 
monopoly in 1811. 

These hanolits were: 

In 1812 26 000.010 francs. 

In 1822 41, 585 189 francs. 

In 1832 47,751,597 francs 

In 1842 74,000,000 francs. 

In 1852 95 544,082 francs. 

In 18C0 134,000,000 francs. 

The capital possessed by the tobacco manage- 
ment or department, composed of manufactories, 
and tbe material and furnishing of stores is valued 
at two hundred and fifty million of francs. 

In order to give time for the preparation of the 
tobacco, and to provide against the occurrence of 
short crops, the Administration has always on 
hand a supply sufficient for three years' consump- 
tion. Thus. in the year 1862 they consume the 
crop of 1859. \ 

But tbe Administration, usually so farsesing, 
boa been deceived by tbe American war. The 
Moniteur, which is considered a well informed 
journal, has very nearly induced an error by say- 
ing, about a year ago, concerning cotton : "Tbe 
fears for tbe present crop are exaggerated; those 
for tbe next crop (that of 1862) have no founda- 
tion." What is said of otton may be applied to 
tobacco. 

1 lie Government, therefore, ua9 not been more 
prudent tban the manufacturers. It did not 
think it its duty last year to encourage the col- 
tivation of tibiccoin Algeria, the Antilles, and 
Gu ; ana; and if tbe war between tbe North and 
South lasts for another year it will find itself 
deprived of tobacco in the same way as the 
cotton manufacturers are deprived of sapplirs of 
cotton. 

It is, in f-ict, with tobacco as it is with cotton. 
Just as the cotton of Georgia, Alabama, and 
Louisiana cannot be replaced by the cotton of 
India, Brazil, cr Erypt, so the tobacco cf Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky is of a quality which cannot 
be found in the same articles from Brazil cr Al- 
geria. 

The aame kinds of tobacco do not everywhere 
produce the aame qualities. Climate and soil 
greatly infiuenco the taste and odor of the plant, 
and in order to supply consumers with a quality 
alwaya tho aame, the S'ate manufacturers have 
adopted a mixluro of different kinda of tobacco, 
which never cbangea. 

Smoking tobioco ia prepared with Kentucky 
and Maryland leaves, and with the indigenous 
tobacco of Pea-de-Calais and the Lower Khine. 
Snuff 19 made by an admixture of Virginia and 
Kentucky tobacc, and of the leaves grown in the 
departments of tbe North, Lot, Lot-et-Garocne, 
and in Ille-et-ViUine. Chewing tobacco is gen- 
erally either pure Virginia or Kentucky. 

Havana tobacco, 80 much appreciated, is only 
fit for the manufacture of cigars. 

It ia thua seen how important ia the role which 
ia assigned to the tobacco which comes from the 
United Slates. 

The total production of the United States was, 
in 1860, 225 000 boucauts (the boucant of tobacco 
weighs 1,350 pounds), valued at 220,000,000 
francs, which would represent, at the prices paid 
by consumers in France, 1,200,000,000 of francs. 

For tbe last thirty yoars England has annually 
bought from America some 30,000 bououts, from 
which she draws, through customs, dues, &c, 
100,000.000 of francs; and Franco has bought 
about 20.000, boucauts, which gives her a rev- 
enue of 80,000,000 of francs. 

The tobacco of the United Statos is in demand 
all over the world. Hayti, Bolivia, Ecuador, 
(Jroece, and Egyp*. are the only countries which 
have never bad it in demand. 

An important deficit in tho supply of tobacco 
would cause grave embarrassments to all tbo gov- 
ernments of Europe, but more especially to those 
of England, France, acd Holland. And it ia to 
b < feared that thia deficit may be fatally produced 
within a year. 

The tcbicco planters of the United States have 
resolved to burn tbe crop of last year, to prevent 
i* from falling into the hands of the Federals, 
and the present crop will be almost inaignilicant. 
The most fartile districts of Virginia aro at this 
moment overrun and devastated by immense 
armies, and the majority of the slaves are in 
flight; while in the districts far removed from 
the theatre of war, the plonters have neglected 
tobacco to sow wheat and corn. Tbe Virginia 
crop will be reduced from eighty thousand to 
eight thousand boucauts. The same result will 
follow in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

An inexorable fatality seems to have followed 
tobacco in this criais. During two consecutive 
years the crop boa almost completely failed in 
Brazil, and in tbe Island of Cuba the plant was 
suddenly struck with a disease last year, which, 
added to a disastrous drouth, greatly reduced the 
crop. During the year 1861 there have been ex- 
ported from Havana 1,977,892 pounds of leaf to- 
bacco, and 50,119,000 cigars less than in tho year 
1860. The Havana journala fear that the reduc- 
tion will not be lees tban ten times more consid- 
erable. 

Europe was never in greater need of United 
States tobacco than at presont, and the United 
Statos them9elves were never in more want of it 
for their own consumption. 

fhe tobacco question ia, therefore, the order of 
the day, aud calls for a solution aa early as that 
of cotton. 

Injury to the Wheat Crop.— We have discour- 
aging accounts from several reliable farmers of 
the serious irjury to the growing wheat, within a 
few weeks, by the ravages of the fly. Numerous 
fielda which look well to the oye, on examina- 
tion, turn out to be nearly ruinod. In aeveral 
instances farmers are ploughing up their wheat 
fields to plant in corn. This only appliea to the 
white wheat, the Mediterranean wheat being un- 
molested. Oats and rye are atill very promising.

O ACRE SWISS VINEYARD 
5 made Jive Vine-Dressers' Fortunes 
| years, and which has besides paidthe 

proprietor nearly twelve thousand dollars 

during the past furty years — land at six 

thousand dolLirs an acre. 

Oar readers may remember a very interest- 
ing communication in the thirteenth volume 
of the Country Gentleman (June 9, 18. r >9), 
describing the agriculture of Switzerland, and 
referring particularly, among its other fea- 
tures, to the vineyards that border the Lake of 
Geneva. A tale of such a vineyard was then 
mentioned at the rate of $6,000 per acre! and 
other statements were given as to the cost of 
cultivation and the products obtained. 

We find in the last number of the Paris 
Journal d'Agriculture Pratique, a letter to the 
Editor, containing some further facts, fully 
corroborating the statements above allnded to, 
and showing, mote fully than any similar ac- 
count we havo before seen, the pecuniary pro- 
ductiveness of the Swiss Vineyard*. The 
writer of this letter ia the President of tho 
Agricultural Society of that part of Switzer- 
land, and his object is to show that an esti- 
mate before published of the products of these 
vin yards, at 2,000 francs yearly per hectare, 
(one-half to the proprietor and ono half to tho 
vigneron,) or about $160 per acre, is far below 
the truth. We translate the following con- 
densed summary from his letter: 

"Tho vines in my father's possession ate 
situated about midway in the great vineyard 
of Lavour, which extends from Lausanne to 
Vevay along the steep declivities of the moun- 
tains, which there slope down to the very lake. 
[No one who has ever seen them can forgot 
their appoaranco.] It ia the warmest, earliest, 
and best exposure, not far from tho village of 
r.pctses. These vines cover an area of 04^ 
ares (about two and ono third English acres), 
and were put at the time of their purchase, in 
1803, under the charge of a vino- tender (vig- 
neron), then with nothing or next to nothing 
to call his own, under whoec grardon they 
remain at tho present day. 

"The law of the vineyards is that the pro- 
prietor furnishes the vines; the mgneron fur- 
nisbes tho presses, the cellars, the caska, the 
building, and, in a word, all the materials of 
working the vinyard; he furnishes the stakes; 
he pays for only half the manure, but the whole 
charge of its transportation; ho pays half the 
taxes, and at harvest retains half the crop 
He is to send to the proprietors some days be- 
fore the vintage, three baskets of the finest 
grapes. He is to lodge and board during the 
vintage a man sent by the proprietor to super- 
intend the harvest; and he pays half the no- 
cessary repairs in ti e walls of the enclosure 
and of the terraces. 

"Such is the law, but the fact in the present 
ease has been, that the vigneron attends to the 
vines in his own way, manures as it suits him, 
buys the manure where he wiahes, when he 
wishes, and at his own price; conducts the 
vintage without any'warning, and with no one 
to verify tho quantity of wine obtained; pays 
tho taxes: finally sells the wine, without ever 
consulting the proprietor, to whom, and at 
whatever price may seem good to him. Ho 
then reports himself, bringing or sending the 
proprietor's share of the money, without in 
any instance, having waited for a settlement 
to be requested, and, above all, without ever 
having had the least dispute with the proprie- 
tor. In a word there has never been any kind 
of control over the actions of the vigneron, nor 
over the culture of the vines, nor over the har- 
vest, nor over the sale of tho products. It is 
enough for the proprietor to know that tho 
vines are in perfect order, that the returns are 
enormous, and that tho vigneron is growing 
rich. 

"The first vigneron, who look charge in 
1803 as poor as Job, found tho money for the 
working of the vineyard as best he could, and 
died in 1820, no longer owing anything, and 
in possesion of a pretty house at Epesses, also 
of very fine cellars, and already having some 
vines of his own. He left my fathers's vines 
in charge of his two sons, who continued to 
be the vignerons of the family until 1857 or 
1858. One died unmarried in \8W; the other is 
yet living, a man of wealth and considera- 
tion in his village; and when he gave up my 
father's vineyard to the charge of his eldest 
son, he presented to each of his four other sons 
a farm of v.neyard or other lands, bought by 
him higher up on the mountain, each of the 
four having upon it a nice dwelling house. 
The vigneron now has, moreover, a larger 
vineyard of his own, than the ono of which ho 
has the charge. Ha has very lately been chosen 
deputy to the grand Council of tho Canton do 
Vaud, but this does not prevent his working 
harder than any of his workmen, and his do- 
mains aire not suffering under the new digni- 
ties ho has acquired. 

'Thus in sixty years a vigneron has made five 
very pretty peasants' fortunes on le6s than two 
acres and a half of land. And the lortunes of 
the peasants of the Canton de Vaud are con- 
siderable; without knowing exactly the length 
of purse of these good people, I am convinced 
that my father's present vigneron possesses a 
clear fortune of his own, of not less than sixty 
or seventy thousand franca (aay $12,000 to 
$14,000). Thus I cannot tell exactly what 
the product of a hectare of vines is to the vig- 
neron, but you will see that it must be enor- 
mous. " 

The writer then proceeds to say that he can 
give the exact returns to the owner of the 
vineyard, and presents a table of them for 
each year since 1823. The amount which his 
father had received during that time, which 
was over and above the large profits reaped as 
above by the vigneron, and after paying all 
cost of taxes, repairs, and keeping up the con- 
dition of the vineyard — indeed all expenses of 
every kind whatever — reaches the large aggre- 
gate of nearly twelve thousand dollars, being 
an average, alter adding in tho valuo of the 
three baskets of grapes, which were worth 
about $!"> per year, of 1,590 francs, or $318, 
which is equivalent to about $13."> per acre per 
year. This is tho average return for the past 
5!) years. The average for the eight years in- 
eluded since 1854 is considerably higher, pos- 
sibly owing to higher prices for wine, as well 
as better crops. The aggregate for these eight 
years is 20,690 francs, or $4,138, which is 
$517 per year; the value of the "three baskets 
of grapes" put down as averaging $15 per 
year during the whole 39 yeara, has been near- 
ly twice as great for some time past, and we 
may fairly call the average annual product 
since 1854, $540, which would be co|iial to 
$230 per acre as the proprietor's share alone/ 
Tho writer asserts that the profits of the t>»7- 
neron aro at least as great as those of tho pro- 
prietor, and more than intimates that there is 
room for them to bo very much larger. So 
that we shall not be far out of the way in con- 
sidering tho net return of these vineyards at 
from $450 to $500 por aero above all expenses 
of cultivation, repairs, wine-muking, taxes, 
&c. This profit would pay an interest of 7 
per cent upon an outlay of between six and 
seven thousand dollars an acre; or, taking the 
rate of interest current there, which is proba- 
bly not more than 3 or U per cent., tho pur- 
chaso of the land at the same price would 
probably be considered a good investment for 
tho owner, for his portion only of the income 
it will bring. 

The writer of the letter in the Journal then 
goes on to show that "these enormous profits 
are not obtained on account of any peculiarity 
in the lands themselves. There are hundreds 
upon hundreds of hectares situated in the samo 
way, and yielding very much the same returns. 
It is not their vicinity to the residence of the 
vigneron which facilitates their culture. His 
houso ia fully half a mile from the centre of 
the vines. It is not improved tools which di- 
minish the cost of cultivation; all is done with 
the hand hce, and the vino stocks are too near 
together to admit of the passage between them 
of any animal. The manure is carried by- 
wagon to the foot of the vineyard; but from 
there it has to ho taken up to the vines them- 
selves on men's backs. The footpaths among 
them are nowhere more than two feet wide, 
often much less. Much of the time the land 
is so disposed that the path is a stairway on 
the wall of separation between the vines. For 
the rest the soil is held up by walls of support 
rising one above another, from 45 or 50 to 
something over 100 feet apart, sometimes more 
and sometimes less. 

"There is an advantago arising from cheap- 
ness of labor. Workmen are paid two francs 
and a half to three francs per day — often be- 
pide their food, always with wine to drink in 
abundance. The 6takes are far from being 
cheap, the poorest quality costing not less than 
from 34 to 40 francs per 1,000. Manure is at 
an exorbitant price. Delivered near the vine, 
yard, it costs at least eighteen and a hall 
francs the cubic meter, and often more (say 
$'2 80 per cubic yard, or more than $0 per 

oad of half a cord) Notwithstanding this 
the vignerons will use no other kind of ferti- 
lizer. Two years ago I had a trial made with 
bone dust, which succeeded perfectly, but the 
vigneron has not continued its use. It would 
perhaps be dangerous to change anything in a 
system ol culture, the financial returns of 
which I havo been trying thus imperfectly to 
sketch — tho more particularly as you will ob- 
serve, by the tablo given for each successive 
year from 1823 to 1861, that the average pro 
duct shows a constant increase, and as a con- 



sequence that the soil has been continually 
growing better and better. " 

Mons. Barral considers the account of this 
Swiss vineyard as affording a triumphant res- 
ponse to tho assertion of Liebig in a recent 
address i a translation of which wo mean here- 
after to present), that "vine culture Lj ruinous 
to a country " It certainly seems to beany- 
thing but "ruinous" to the purses of those who 
aro engage d in it.

a^-Tbe Hon. Robert Mallory several days 
ago delivered in his placo in the House of 
Representatives an earnest and telling speech 
against the measures of confiscation and eman- 
cipation then pending in the House. Tho 
effort in respect to doctrine and ability and 
all other particulars was one of which his con- 
stituents may justly bo proud. Cogent in ar- 
gument and conciliatory in spirit, the speech 
was at onco strong and persuasive. It told on 
the House w ith most wholesome effect. 

Mr. Mallory, we need not remind our readers, 
was a member of the select committee to which 
the subject of confiscation was referred in the 
House, and which reported the two measures 
above-mcntiontd. Opposed irreconcilably to 
both on grounds of principle as well as of policy, 
our gallant Representative made his opposition 
felt alike in the committee and in the House. 
He fought the mischievous projects from the 
outset with characteristic energy and address. 
His efforts, closing with the forcible and effec- 
tive speech under notice, were able, well-or- 
dorcd, and unremitting. Nor were they alto- 
gether unsuccessful. Tho House, as our read- 
ers know, rejected the emancipation bill, 
though it adopted tbc confiscation bill. That 
the result was no worse is undoubtedly owing 
as much to Mr. Mallory as to any other single 
member of the body. Mr. Mallory 'a exertions 
in relation to the whole question have been 
throughout such as befit an American pa- 
triot and statesman in this unparalleled nation- 
al juncture. And in justice the same must be 
said o( our delegation without distinction. Mr. 
Crittenden's manly and eloquent speeches on 
the question wc have already noticed. Mr. 
Menzies and Mr. Gridcr, beforo the final vote 
was taken in the House, both spoke to the 
same effect, the former briefly but pointedly, 
tho latter at length and in admirable spirit. 
And tho views and sentiments expressed by 
tbem are cordially shared by the rest of 
their colleagues. In a word, tbo entire 
weight of the delegation has been thrown 
harmoniously into the scale of a wise constitu- 
tional policy. We rejoice in the assurance 
that this scale if it docs not preponderate can- 
not at worst be made to kick tho beam. 



t3~ All the intelligence from Corinth shows 
that the evacuation of that place involved a fear- 
ful calamity to the rebels, — a calamity incurred 
by them as the only means of preventing one 
that they regarded as even more fearful. But 
we apprehend that this flight, destroying or 
greatly weakening as it must, whatever hope 
or spirit was left by previous reverses in the 
rebol heart, and showing to the whole country 
that the Confederates daro not, under exist- 
ing circumstances, fight tho U. S troops 
man for man or even with superior numbers in 
the etroigest fortifications they are able to 
erect, cannot fail to prove in all its conse- 
quences more disastrous to tbc cause of tho 
Southern Confederacy than even a terrible bat 
tie resulting in a torriblo defeat could have 
dono. A great battle would at least havo 
shown energy and stern resolve; the flight ex- 
hibits a degree of demoralization that settles 
whatever doubts have existed North or South 
as to the termination of the rebellion. 

And this demoralization, hourly evident from 
a thousand facts and circumstance} to Beau- 
regard and his generals, was unquestionably 
tbc reason why a battle was not risked after 
so many vaunting orders and sounding procla- 
mations and magnificent preparations. Tho 
C.nederate officers clearly understood from 
the constant and numerous desertions taking 
place from their army to ours, from the loud 
murmurs and threats continually sounding in 
their ears, and from the difficulty of keeping 
their Louisiana, Northern Alabama, Tennes- 
see, and Kentucky troops from open mutiny 
and rebellion, that a battle would almost im- 
mediately become on their part a terrific rout, 
and therefore, disgraceful as they knew the al- 
ternative to be and fatal as no doubt they ex- 
pected it would be, they decided to retreat. 
Beyond all question desertions will now be- 
com« even more numerous than they have 
hitherto been, for soldiers cannot be kept to- 
gether in a hopeless cause, fl)ing, starving, 
fainting, and exposing themselves in a pesti- 
lential region to death in all its most misera- 
ble forms. 

Gen. Hall. . k in his despatch of the 30th 
ult. to tho War Department gives a brief but 
vivid sketch of the actual loss sustained by the 
Confederates in their flight. He says that the 
number of prisoners and deserters captured 
was estimated at two thousand, that all the 
roads were filled with arms, haversacks, &c, 
thrown away by tho fleeing troops, seven 
thousand arms being captured, that hundreds 
of bands of provisions were taken, and that 
the rebsls destroyed an immense amount of 
public and private property, such as stores, 
provisions, wagons, tents, &c. , for miles out of 
Corinth. Such losses, to an army as badly in 
want of arms, public stores, wagons, &c., as 
Beauregard's is known to have boen, cannot 
easily be conceived. 



Kir one, we would be willing to see both onr 
large armies going iuto the fight, when the im 
peoding conflict comes, with only the black ban- 
ner 9 lating over them. Let the cries "no retreat," 
"no surrender," "no quarter asked or given," 
"only victory or death," carry terror to the hearts 
of the cruel and wicked aggressors who seek tur 
destruction. 

That 's from the "Southern Christian Ad- 
vocate." That's the way "Christian" papers 
of the rebel persuasion talk. That's the spirit 
they havo substituted fjr tho spirit of the Lord 
Jesus. Their breath is the black smoke of hell. 
The words that issue from their mouths are as 
pestilent and accursed as the horned locusts 
that swarmed from the bottomless pit in the 
Apocalypse.

O-Tho address of the Governor of Arkan- I 
sas, to which we have already called the public 
attention, is a very significant document.

Rector, speak- 
ing resentfully on behalf of Arkansas, "for 
liberty she struck, and not for subordination 
to any created secondary power, North or 
South. Her best friends are ber natural allies, 
nearest at home, who will pulsate when she 
bleeds, whose utmost hope is not beyond her 
existence. If the arteries of the Confederate 
heart do not permeate beyond the east bank of 
the Mississippi, let Southern Missourians, Ar- 
kansians, Tt xans, and the great West know 
it, and prepare for tho future. Arkansas lost, 
abandoned, subjugated, is not Arkansas as she 
entered the Confederate Government. Nor 
will 6he remain Arkansas a Confederate State, 
desolated as a wilderness; her children, fleeing 
from the wrath to come, will build them a 
new ark and launch it upon new waters, seek- 
ing a haven somewhere of equality, safety, and 
retreat." Here is the principle of national 
disintegration working or threatening to 
work its legitimate consequences in the sub- 
division of the Bo-called Southern Confederacy, 
to be followed undoubtedly, if successful in the 
first instance, by still further subdivisions, un- 
til the Southern fragment of the nation shall 
be resolved into pirts not only powerless but 
utterly contemptible. 

Let secessionists not devoid of charae'er and 
thought study in this threatened East-Mississip- 
pian Confederacy the true nature and end of 
the whole secession movement. Let them sec 
in this threat, what more dispassionato men 
have seen from the outset of the revolt, that 
secession is anarchy, and that tbc triumph of 
the secession movement would enthrono an- 
archy on this continent, render stable govern- 
meut hero impossible, blight American civili- 
zation, and extinguish the fondest political 
hopes of the race. Let them, in pondering 
the remarkable indication thus furnished by 
Arkansas, realize, if indeed they have never 
secretly realized before, that in the present 
struggle the cause of the government is tho 
cause of mankind. 



fg- The New Orleans papers are trying to 
make merry over the anticipation of yellow 
fever during the present season. They call 
it "Yellow Jack," "Bronze John," "His 
Saff.on Majesty," and all other funny names 
they can invent. Their mood seems very dif- 
ferent now from what it has been in past years, 
especially those years in which their own popu- 
lation, native and acclimated as well as unac- 
cliraated, have perished by thousands, leaving 
their city almost as silent and sombre and deso- 
late as if not a living thing remained within 
its limits. And, if the disease shall come back 
duriog the present season in its worst form, 
more, far more, of the people of the Southern 
Confederacy than cf tho United States will fall 
before its yellow breath. There is little reason 
then wby the rebel presses of the South, how- 
ever fierco and bitter in their malignity and 
revenge, should exult at tho expected advent 
of that postilcnco which has always been the 
dreaded curse of their section. 

A few years ago when Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, now rebel cities, were decimated and 
doubly decimated by yellow fever, the people 
of Philadelphia, of New York, of Boston, and 
of other cities not in the present rebel Con- 
federacy, sent regiment*, of nurses, armed with 
medicines and all tho comforts ol languishing 
life, to fight against the disease and rescue tho 
suffering , aud, if the fever shall now como 
with iqtml terror and fatality upon New Or- 
leans, they may send an army of benevolence 
and mercy there also.

"Bon. H'm. L. Yancty, Richmond: 

"My Dear Sir: Truiting that you have ere 
this roicbod the new field of your labors, I avail 
myself of the departure i f the Cadiz steamer to 
let you hear from u and our doings. 

"For seme time af:er Mr. Siideil's arrival in 
Paris the weather was extremely cold, and my 
wife being in feeble health, I delayed ray depar- 
ture until the 18 h of February. I stoppid on my 
way at Bordeaux, at then quest of Captain Huse, 
to see about getliag some of his freight on board 
of a steamer loading in that port, and then went 
ia the neighborhood lo see one of my sisters, who 
had been serii u«ly ill. There my wife fell sick, 
and after a few days, I parted from heron my way 
to Marseilles, where I took tho French steamer of 
the 6th of March for Valentia. Mr. Feirn met 
me on the way. 

' I arrived here on the 6-h, and was well re- 
ceived uni Hi Jallv, but, >• far as I can ascertain, 
there is truth in what was told me at the Spanish 
L-gition in Paris, and also by M. Thouvenel, 
that Spain would no', set alone on the American 
quesli n. When you lefr, we did not expect that 
'Ur Government would bo recognized, but we 
bad a well founded hope that the blockade would 
be set aside. Ton will, no dono', have seen thit 
be declaration of Kill KussrlL that it coald not 
be considered ineffective, had been sustiicel in 
Parliiment, and that a similar declira'ion of the 
Preach minister hid also been carried in the 
Chamber of Djputias by a large m?j irity . This 
des'royp ibe last hope we bad that those Gov- 
ernments wou'd do justice between the bolliger 
enls. 

'It must now he manifest to evary one thit we 
have lo rely exolu ively upon ourselves and our 
tcnsl T' sources to establish our independence 
After we succeed we will owe tho Europein cov- 
ernmeuts no i hanks, and a war duty on imports 
fticieol to pay the interest of I ho debt, which 
their c >urse forces us to Incur, and create a unk- 
ing fund, must be levied. 

"Coupled with the declaration that tho bl ck 
ade was net ineffective, Earl Russell made the 
statement, unsupported b* anv reason, that ho 
rus'ul that by the first of June, or even before, 
the civil war would be ended. After reading in 
tho President's inaugural that Ibo war wou'd prob- 
ably continrje a aeries of years, I am forced to 
conclude that tho Karl gives faith t<> the u surar.ee 
of Mr. Seward, that three months after the peo- 
ple of the Confederate States had become con- 
virced that they bad nothing to hope from Eng- 
land or France tho rebellion would end. 

"The last news of our r-versey, exiggera'ed as 
as they have boon by the Northern press, has done 
great injury lo onr ciuie. Who l the people hear 
of fifteen thousand men, strongly fortified, routed 
acd made prisoners by an equal Lumber of assail- 
ants, they begin to doubt the bravery cf Southern 
troops and their ultimate success. Cm >ou not, 
through Mr. Helrr. or by some other channel, 
sard us reliable Southern pap-irs, exposing the 
falsi h rods of the Northern press.

The summary proceedings of Gen. Butler are 
gradually restoring ordef*in the city, and at the 
tame time fill the minis of the Editors with 
amazement. 

Under ihe head of "A Lesson of the Time," the 
IV mine counsels the people to pracliceeioaomy, 
and help tbe p ur, and in ar o'ber article thus dis- 
cusses tho preient posture of affairs : 

"Under existing circumstancos, we do not

From dav 
to day the leading articles grow milder, and 
"Unitid States domiuition" is regarded in tbe 
latest papers we b ive received as a thing which 
is not so very terrible after all. For instance, 
t he D lta says: 

"The city authorities having pledged them- 
tclves in bobalf of onr cilizins for the safoty of 
tbe officers acd soldiers of tbe United States army 
when moving through our streets, and that our 
people would refrain frcm molesting or insulting 
them, General It alter has also signified his inten- 
tion to remove h : s men, with tho exception of a 
guard, to the environs of the city. We think we 
may promise, on behalf of the people cf New 
Orleans, that they will redeem tho pUdge thu3 
given by the Mayor and Council." 

Acd tho Picayune of Iho 2Uth has Ibis editorial 
piragraph: 

"We cannot too often or too earnestly insist on 
the recommendation to all our storekeepers and 
other butiness men to reopen their stores and 
shops, and other places of bu iness. It cannot be 
long before the course of trade will begin to seek 
its old channels, and to give renewed employment 
to those who pursue il, and great relief to thou 
sands who are suffering from its suspension. 

"Another beneficial renult that will flow from 
Ibis cour;e will be the removal from our stroets of 
crowds of idlers, who now give the city so much 
the appearance of a disorderly and ill regulated 
metropolis"

BATTLK AT UL'sSELI.S HOUSi.. 

REPORT OF OBN. SBBBMAN. 
H i ' f tjARTEiis Fifth Division, } 

Ar.vv of the Tennessee, 
CtVW Bfn>M Corinth, May 19, 1862 ) 
Capt Geo. K. Flia', AssUtant Adjutant General, 
Chief of Gen. Thomai'i Staff: 
Sir: I have Ihe honor to report that in com- 
pliance with tbe purpo e of M-j Gen. Halleck, 
aseiplaintd at the interview of the lb'th inst., 
Gen Thomas being present, I made all possible 
inquiry as to the topography of the ground in my 
front, with its water courses, field", and roads, 
and OB the 17>h made dispositions to drive tbo 
enemy from bi< position at Kussi H's House. 

I requested lien. Ilurlbut to put in motion two 
regiments and a battery of artillery at 3 P. M., 
rn Ibe road which passes the front of his line and 
runs to Russell a Ucuse. I ordered Gen. Denver 
to lake a right hand road with two regiments of 
hii brigade and a battery of light artillery, viz : 
the I Oth and 72d Ohio and Barrett's battery, and 
gave him a guide/so to c induct his march as lo 
arrive on the left of the enemy 's position by tbe 
time be was engaged in front; and I ordered 
Gin. Morgtn L Smith's brigade with Bouton's 
battery to follow the main road, drive back a 
brigade of tbo enemy's forces that held the poj.i 
ion at Russell s with their skirmishers and pick- 
ets down to tbe causeway and bridge acriss a 
mall stream, about eight hundred yards this 
side of Russell's houso, supposed to be a bracch 
"f Bride creek. ; 

Ail th*se forces wore pnt in motion at .1 P.M , 
Gen Dsnver's fores tailing Ihe right hand road, 
and Gen. Smith's Ihe direct main roid. On reacti- 
ng the causeway Gen. Smith deployed bis skir- 
mishers forward, and sent out bis advance guard. 
The column advanced and the skirmishers became 
engaged at once. Tho firing was very bri-k, but 
the enemy's pickets were driven steadily back 
rill thev reached the position of their Brigade, a' 
Rusielis house, where th 'ir resiitance was obsti- 
nate The ground was unfavorable to artillery 
till the fkirmishers had cleared tbe hill beyond 
be canseway, when M-i i Taylor, Chiofcf Artil- 
lery, advanced first one of Bjutoa's guns, and 
ery B 'on afier tbe remiining threo guns of the 
battery. ihes*. upon reaching the hill top, 
'mmeactd tiring at Russr.H's bou°e and out- 
houses, In which I he enemy had tak>n shelter, 
when their full force rotreated,acd full pisse's'oo 
was nb'aincd of RnMfiFl house, and Ibe gr u :d 
for Ihree bucdred yards in advance, where tho 
roads m^et. This was the limit fo which I had 
ordered the brigade to go, and then it was halte 1 . 
I he bold of Gsn. Danver'a column reucb-d its 
position ns the enemy was beginning to retreat. 

General Morgan L. Smith conducted the ad 
vameofbis brigade handsomely, and the chief 
woik and loss foil rrnon his two leading regimonts. 
be Eighth Missouri and Fifty fifth Illinois. I 
leave to hi n the full credit of conducting iho ad- 
vance, and of c rryinir the position at RuthII's 
He held the ground lill ab rut da> light ths next 
morning, when by my order, he left a strong 
piikst thero and placed his brigade back a Bbor> 
distance, in easy snpport, where it remained til 
relieved by another b.igade. 

From li lssell'a we c uld boar distinctly the 
drums beating in Corinth. The bouse l« nearly 
two miles from me, and about one aril a q iarter 
milos from tbe enemy's outer intrenchm-jnts; and 
tbe position, though important is too exposed for 
ingle brigade, wi r h our lines disposed as at 
present. General Hurlbul has two companies at 
U'lsfoll'-. and two regiments along the edge of a 
field which lies to tbe east of R issell's house. 

This Ii use is now the advance picket station in 
our front, and I have a chain of sentinels round 
by the right to a point on tbe Purdy and C< rinlh 
road, where it j ins on to Ihe picke's of Gen. Mc- 
Clrmacd. There was no 1 :>i sustained by Gen- 
ral Hurlbut or Denver's commanl", in their 
tl ink movement on Russell s, but tbe loss in Gen- 
eral M'Tgan L. Smith's brigade was pretty heavy 
len killed and tbi ty-oae wounded; a list of 
whom will accompiny Ibis report. The Ccirfed- 
erates left twelve dead on the ground, whom we 
buried. They removed their wounded, of which 
many trices tore on the ground and in 1 lis houses. 
Among '.heir dead was one Captain and two Lieu- 
tenints. We took only one pri oaer, whom 1 
sent to the Provost Marshal.

financial anii commercial. 
Ths Oommercial Bulletin of May 10th, gives 
the following account of monetary and commercial 
affairs up to Saturdey, 17th': 

"The general order in relation to Confederate 
notes had a marked influence on financial and 
commercial matters. With regard to tho former, 
we refer to our monetary article. In the latter, 
the principil effect appirent was in the tales of 
sugar, which were at a considerable advanco on 
previous rates. The posb like continues open for 
the transmission of letters, agreeably to the ad- 
vertisement of the postmaster. Mails will be 
made up daily fur the United Stales and other 
countries, and close at .; P. M., and be forwarded 
by the ear'iest conveyances. Ihe European mails 
will go vil New York. O' course the poBtago 
must bo paid in specie or new Federal stamps. 

Our circulation is still composiit of city, state 
and Confederate Treasury notes, and such private 
notes as command tbe confidence of the Commit- 
tee cf Safely. The following have complied with 
the resolution of the Common Council requiring 
arrplo securities to be placed in the hinds of the 
City Treasurer for their redemption, and their 
notos will accordingly be redeemed at ths Trea- 
surer's cilice. 

The movements in financial circles for tbe 
week ending this evening bays been almost ex 
clusively confined to fules and transfers of baok 
and other favorite stocks. There was no out- 
door money market, as offerings of both coaimer 
cial ar.d mortgage securities were of loo restricted 
a character throughout to form ths ba> ii of more 
I ban nomicai negotiations, and transactions in 
oxebange continued wholly susponded, the Bnpply 
being limitod to a few thousand pounds sterling, 
for which there appeared lo he no buyers, whilo 
receipts of uncurrent bank notes showed, if any- 
thing, a still further reduction, and sales of rpecie 
were confined to email lots, which were ex- 
changed for Confederate Treasury note3 and city 
and bank bills at exorbitant tiguree. The move 
ment in stocks wss on quite a gigantic scale, 
however, and the aggregute transfers during the 
week must have fallen but lillle, if anything 
shoit of half a million of dollars; but, as hereto 
fore, particulars of most private transactions were 
uniformly withheld. 

"in iur review of Ihe 10;h inst. we statod 
that Ihe City Council bad matured a plan for the 
suppression of shiuplaslers and tbe substitution 
therefor of small bills, to be issued by the city 
The objsct of this movement was, first, to estab 
lish a uniform currency; and, secondly, to e-hiuld 
the public against worthless and irredeemable 
change notes. All pirtiei who had issued change 
bills were notified In make oath of tbe amount 
they had in circulation on the Btfa inst., and to 
deposit with the City Triasurer ample security 
for their ultimate redemption, and the city au- 
thorities on their part promise to redeem such 
ts uee in cily currency at tho earliest practicable 
moment."

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentative* of the Untied States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the Stcreiary of War be 
authorized to add to the medical department of 
the army medical storekeepers, not exceeding 
tix in number, who shall have the pay and errol- 
nmente of military storekeepers in the quarter- 
master's department, who shall be skilled apothe- 
caries or druggists, who shall give the bond and 
security required by existing laws for military 
storekeeper in the quartermaster's department, 
and who shall bs stationed at Buch punts as the 
necessities of the army may require: Provided, 
That the provisions of this act shall remain in 
force only during the continuance of tho present 
rebellion. . 

Sec. 2 And be ii further enacted, That the 
President of the United States is hereby author

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
resentatwet of th< United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the Stcreiary of the 
Treasury, in addition to th« pnrars conferred 
upon him by the act of the thirteenth July, 
eighteen hundred and sixty- one, be and he is 
hereby authoriztd to refuse a cleararcs to any 
vessel or other vehicle laden with goods, wares, 
or meichandise. destined for a foreign or domestic 
port, whenever he shall have satisfactory reason 
to believe that such goods, wares, or merchandise, 
or any part thereof, whatever may be their osten 
sible destination, are intended for ports or places 
the United states; and if Any vsssm*br-ifrrret 
vehicle for which a clearance or permit shall have 
been refused bv the Secretary, or by his order, as 
aforesaid, shall depart or attempt to depart for a 
foreign or domestic port without being duly 
cleared or permitted, such vewel or other vehicle, 
with her tackl», apparel, furnilure, and cargo, 
shall be forfaited to the United States. 

Sec. 2 And be it further tnacted, That when- 
ever a permit or clearance is granted for either a 
foreign or domestic port, it shall be lawful for the 
collec.or of the customs granting the same, If he 
shall deem it necessary, under the circumstances 
ot the case, to raqniro a bond to be executed by 
the master or the owner of the vessel, in a penalty 
equal to the value of the cargo, and with sureties 
to the satisfaction of eucb collector, that the said 
cariro shall be delivered at the destination for 
which it Is cleared or permitted, and that no part 
thereof shall be nsed la affording aid or comfort 
to any person or parties In insurrection against 
the authority of the Urited States. 

Sec. 3. And beil further enacted, That the Sec 
ret .rv of the Treasury be and is hereby further 
empowered to prohibit and prevent the transpor 
tation in any vessel or upon any railroad, turn 
pike, or other road or means of transportation 
within the United States, of any goods, wares, or 
merchandise of whatever character, ana whatever 
may be the ostensible destination of the same, in 
all cases where there shall be satisfactory reasot s 
to believe that such goods, wares, or merchandise 
are intended for any place in the possession or nn- 
der the control of insurgents against the United 
States; or that there is imminent danger that 
such goods, wares, or merchandise will fall into 
the possession or under the control of such insur 
gents; and he is fur her authorized, in all cases 
where he shall deem it expedient so to do, to re- 
quire reasonable security to be given that goods, 
wares, or merchandise shall not be transported to 
any place nnder insurrectionary control, and shall 
not, in any way, be nsed to give aid and comfort 
to such insurgents, and he may establish all such 
general or special regulations bs may bs necessary 
or proper to carry into effect the purposes of this 
act; and if any goods, wares, or merchandis shall 
be transported ia violation of this sf or of any 
regulation of the Secretary of the Treasury, es- 
tablished in pursuacca thereof, or if any attempt 
shall be made so to transport tbem, all goods, 
wares, or merchandise, so transported or attempt 
ed to be transported, shall be forfeited to the 
United States.

AN ACT to authorize the Corporation of George 
town, In the District of Columbia, to lay and 
collect a water tax, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Pep 
resentatives of the United States of A merica in 
Congress assembled, That tho Mayor, Kecorder, 
Aldermen, and Common Council of Georgetown 
in the District of Columbia, shall have full power 
and authority to levy and collect a tax not ex 
ceedlng sixty cents per front foot on all lots and 
parts of lots within said corporate limits in front 
of or parallel to which water mains have been or 
may hereafter be laid; or, in their discretion, to 
appropriate from the corporate funds generally so 
much money as may be necessary to supply the 
inhabitants of said town with Potomac water 
from the aqueduct mains or pipes now laid or to 
be laid in the streets of said town by the United 
State:; and to make all laws and regulations fjr 
the proper distribution of the aame, subject to the 
restrictions prescribed by this act and the act ap- 
proved March the third, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-nine, and entitled "An act to provide for 
the cars and preservation of the works construct 
ed by the United States for bringing the Potomac 
water Into ths cities of Washington and George- 
town, for the supply of said water for all Gov- 
ernment purposes, and for the uses and benefits of 
the Inhabitants of Baid cities." 

Sec. 2. And be it further tnacted, That said 
Corporation shall have full power and authority 
to collect such taxes, when so fixed, in advance 
or otherwise, through Buch agents, collectors, or 
commissioners, as they may designate and ap- 
point; and npon the failure of any owner of said 
lot or lots, or part thereof, to pay said taxes, to 
sell tbe same; or to stop the supply of water to the 
same; or to distrain and sell th. personal affects of 
such owner; anu in the case of any sale the same

Sec. 3 And belt further enacted, That in levy- 
ing said front foot tax aald Corporation shall, in 
all cases where a lot or lots or part thereof may 
be situated at the intersection of two streets and 
fronting on the same, so reduce and graduate the

AN ACT providing for the education of colored 
children in the cities of Washington and 
Georgetown, District of Columbia, and for other 
purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled. That from and after the passage 
of this act it shall be tho duty of th« municipal 
authorities of the cities of Washington . and 
Georgetown, in the District of Columbia, to set 
apart ten per centum of the amount received from 
taxes levied on the real and personal property in 
received for taxes', as srrTfesafto.lnill •na'lfpp'ffi 1 
priated for the purpose of initiating a syslem of 
primary schools for the education of colored chil- 
dren residing in said cilies. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That the 
boards of trustees of public schools in said cilies 
shall havo sole control < f the fund arising from 
tbe tax aforesaid, as well as from contributions 
by persons disposed to aid in the education of the 
colored race, or from any other source, which 
shall be kept as a fund distinct from the general 
school fund, and it is made their duty to provide 
suitable rooms and teachers for a number of 
schools a?, In their opinion, will best acc >mmodate 
the colored children in the various poriions of said 
cities. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That tho 
board of trustees aforesaid shall possess all tho 
powers, exercise the same functions, and have tho 
same supervision over the schools provided for in 
this ac- as are now exercised by them over the 
public schools now exis.ing in said cities by vir- 
tue of tbe laws and ordinances of the Corporation 
thereof. _ 

Sec. 4. And be it further enactetl, That all per 
sons of color in the District ot Columbia, or in the 
corporate limits of the cities of Washington and 
Georgetown, Bhall be subject and amenable to the 
same laws and ordinances to which free white 
persons are or may be subject or amenable ; that 
they shall be tried for any offences against 
the laws in the same manner as free white per- 
sons are or may be tried for tho same offences ; 
and that upon being legally convicted of any 
crime or offence against any law or ordinance, 
such persons of color shall be liable to the same 
penalty or punishment, and no other, as would be 
imposed or inflicted npon free*>rbite persons for 
the samo crim* or offence ; and all acts or parts 
of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed.

Special Order No. 29.1 

1. The large amount of cotton in tho city of 
Montgomery renders its removal to a safe distance 
a work of time. Circumstances may render it 
necessary to eleBtroy it before such removal can 
be effected. To avoid endangering the city by 
burning, all the cotton which cannot be removed 
to a safe distance will be removed to the ware- 
house known as "Gunter'a Warehouse.'' 

2. The railroad companies are hereby ordered 
to arrange by Monday next to u -oall the trans- 
portation power, save such as may be requirod 
for tbe service of the Confederate Government, to 
assist in transporting tho cotton which owners 
may prefer to take from the city. 

3. The officer charged with the execution of 
this order is hereby directed to press Into service 
all the public drays of the city, save such as may 
be required for the service of the Confederate 
Government, to aid in tran : pirting cotton from 
the warehouses in tho city to "Guntor's Ware- 
house," the steamboat landings, and the railroad 
depots.

Corinth, May 30— midnight. 
It is now ascertained that the evacnation com- 
menced night before la3t. the enemy retreating 
southwardly until the railroad bridge was burned, 
when they went to Grand Junction and thenco 
southwardly.

The citizens inform us that Richmond is evac - 
uated, and Memphis almost wholly deserted, all 
the stores, with the exception of a few groceries, 
teing closed. It is ascertained that \ an Dim 
had a band of Indians nnder him. Col. Jackson 
reports finding the road for sovoral miles strewn 
wi h knapsack*, bavercacks, arms, and canteens, 
showing great demoralization. . 

The woods are full of straggleis, who are being 
brought in as fast as po.saiblo, probably between 
two or three thousand. Almost the entire Louis- 
iana regiment is within our lines now from deser- 
tions and recent captures. The Federal telegraph 
line was completed to this point to-night. 

Indianapolis, May 30. 
Tho Prosidont has called on I he State i for 50. 000 
men for three months, to bo raised by Ihe 10 h of 
June. A call has been issued by the Adjutant- 
General, calling for five thousand men to rendez- 
vous in this citv. Companies of eighty-three 
men will be immediately ordered into camp, 
clothed, armed, and equipped. 

Washington, May 31. 
The following despatch was received at the 
War Department this morning : 

Headquarters near Corinth, May 30. 
To Hon. E M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

The enemy's praition and works in front of 
Corinth were exceedingly strong. Ha cannot 
occupy a stronger position >n his flight. This 
morning he destroyed an immense amount of 
public and private property, Buch as stores, pro- 
visions, wagons, tents, &c, for miles out of the 
town. . 

Tho roads are filled with arms, haversacks, Arc , 
thrown away by his flseing troops. A Urge 
number of prisoners and doserters have been cap- 
tured, estimated by Gen. Pope at 2,000. General 
Beauregard evidently distrusts his army or he 
would have def.ndod so etrong a position. His 
troops are generally much discouraged and de- 
moralized. For the last few days their resi tance

Norfolk, May 30 
Two fugi ives srrived here yesterday direct 
from Richmond. They report an army of 200 000 
men in the vicinity, among whom both officers 
and men show ver- general diseatii'ac ion. They 
were living on half rations of bee >n and hard 
bread. The fngiiives itate that Jeff Davis h d 
baon heard to say that, he would malts the slreots 
of tho city run wi:h blood betore surrendering. 

Col. Hawkins, of the 9ch New York regiment, 
with twenty men arrived hero in the Port Royal 
last night, having left Roanoke islatid yesterdiy 
morning and passed up by way of Curicoa sound 
and thence by canal to Elizabeth river Thus the 
inland route is open by which General Burnsid.'s 
department mav communicate with tho capital 
without risk of the passage outside of Hattoras 
sound. Sloops and schooners Hying the American 
tlig havo already como through and been allowed 
to proceed to Baltimore. 

By special invitation of the efficars of tho 
British war steamer Rinaldo, General Viele, 
military Governor of this city, paid a visit to 
that vessel yesterday. He was received with the 
greatest kindoosi and courtesy and with tho hon- 
ors of a salute of 17 guns and the manning of 
the yards. Tho Americin ensign was displayed 
at the fore. 

Tbe Rinaldo left this morning and will proceed 
to sea. 

Preparations are making on an extensive scale 
for a grand Ucian demonstralion to take place 
shortly. 

Tbe oalh of allegiance has boen administered to 
nearly 2,000 citizens. They offer themselves in 
largo numbers every day to take it voluntarily. 
It is not made compulsory upon any one. 

If the sentiment of tbe proposed meeting should 
bo satisfactory te Gen. Wool it would probably 
induce tho President to open the port. 

A report comes in from our scouts who are 
advanced some miles beyond Suffolk, that the 
city cf Petersburg Is to ba or has been evacuated 
by tho re'oels. 

The Seaboard and Roan, ko railroad, it ha3 been 
ascertained, is in good order as far as the Clear 
Water river. 

When Criney Island was evacuated, the Sut- 
ler loaded hij goods on a sloop, aid endeavored 
to save them. The sloop was found to-day wi,h 
tho goods and a few mules below tho island upon 
the beach. Tho property is supposed to bo worth 
$3,000 or jl 000, and "was taken charge of by 
the Provost Marshal.

O i the C h 
the samo steamer chas d on shore tho robel 
steamer Fashion, alio loaded with cotton and 
turpentine. She was filed by her own crew.

Colonel of the Eighth Missouri Volunteers, left his 
home in Newport, Ky., on Mocday evening last 
to rejoin bis command at Corinth. 

Dp. Alexander] C. Hessley. — The romoj 
that reached oar city of the death of Dr. Henslcv 
his been continued. The Frankfort Common- 
wealth pays the following beautiful tribute to his 
memory: 

We record his death with more than usual eor 
row. We had known Ihe deceased from his birth 
and during much of bis earlier manhood. Ho waa 
the son, too. of parents whom we hid loved from 
our own childhood — a neighbor's child. From «cch 
an acquaintance we cin tpeak of him knowing 
that wbat we say is true. He was a man of un- 
common strength nf mind, improved by an excel- 
lent tducat ion and diligent literary culture. He 
was favo. ed by rature with an extraordinary 
memory, scarcely ever forgetting anything 
tbat he saw, read, or heard, and was emi- 
nently gifted with colloquial powers which ena- 
bled him, at all times, to set forth his thoughts 
in most felicitous language. Having devoted 
hiinaelf to the study or medicine, he pursued it 
with a zeal that made him master of it. Af,or 
practicing some time in Kentucky, he made New 
Orleans his permanent home, and there, by his 
professional skill, ho soon acquired an extensive 
and lucrative practice, while from his urbane man- 
ners and generous and kind and manly disposition 
he became a popular man and general favorite. 
Thus much for Dr. Hensley as he appeared on the 
stage of life to an observant public. Hut we knew 
him also in the tenderer and more unobtrusive 
oaths into which tbe stranger does not intrudo. 
We knew him as a son; and his devotion to his 
aged parents — devoting himself to making thorn 
bappy and giving them day by day reason to 
thank God tor giving them such a child — was to 
maiked as to be almost a proverb in the sxial 
circle of his immediate friends. We knew him as 
a brother, and we know tbat his brothers and his 
sisters almost idolized him — they blessed him in 
their hearts. We knew him as a friend, and we 
know tbat his generous nature has oft: n relieved 
the wants of others leas fortunate than himself — 
sharing his purse with them with a cheerfulness 
that Uck from bis bounty the sling of an obli- 
gation. He, too, was one of six brothors who 
bore an honorable part in the battles In Mexico. 
Such a man was of value to the community, and 
bis loss will be greatly felt. He was only forty- 
seven years of age, In the full vigor of his man- 
hood and with the prospsct of a long career of 
usefulness before him, when he was suddenly cut 
down by the band of a violent man without provo- 
cation and without warning, ne died Sunday 
night, on the 4th of May, and was buried in tbe 
Girod Street Cemetery, bis remains being borne 
to their last resting place by an immense con- 
course who had assembled to pay their last sad 
tribute to hU memory.
